One of the features of the recent revision of 
the RSROA Skate Dance Tests was the plan to 
conduct a “Prize Skate Dance Contest” in Skat- 
ing News each season during the months of 
November, December, January and February. 

The contest is open to all—every skater — 
professional — rink operator — for the purpose 
of selecting new dances in the “prize” category 
of the dance tests each year. 

The contest is to be judged by a special com- 
mittee to be named by the President and their 
selections are to be final. ALL entries are to be 
sent in final form and must include diagram 
and notes. ALL entries become the property of 
the RSROA. None will be returned. 

The prize will consist of gold award buttons 
or pins of special nature and will indicate the 
year of the award. The awards will be an- 
nounced at the annual RSROA-SRSTA Profes- 
sional Conference. 

The dances as submitted need not be new 
material. They may be existing dances. They 
need not be submitted by the author. No spe- 
cial consideration will be paid to either old, 
established dances over new material or vice 
versa. No cash awards will be made in any 
case and no compensation for and publication 
rights will be made. 

Each entry in this contest must be accom- 
panied by an entry blank which may be clipped 
from Skating News. These will be published iri 
the November, December and January editions 
only. Persons entering this contest may enter 
as many dances as they wish but each must be 
accompanied by an entry blank. No dance entry 
will be accepted if postmarked prior to Novem- 
ber 1, 1950, and none will be accepted if post- 
marked after February 28, 1951. The persons 
entering may name the test for which they are 
submitting their dance or they may leave such 
selection to the committee.

All Judges Panels 


Information regarding the changed tests and 
the new dances have been mailed to every active 
Judges Panel and with this information has been 
mailed a panel report and roster sheet. The 
continuation of the Commissions of the ama- 
teur judges depends on the prompt return of 
this form so be careful to fill it out and return 
it at once upon its receipt. 


Pending the compulsory use of the new test 
schedule, the activity of the present judges de- 
pends on the approval of the Panel Officers 
and the Panel Advisor. They may officiate at 
new tests after having been oked locally. 


We also want to make plain the fact that ama- 
teurs, upon turning pro, do not carry their com- 
missions into the pro status. It requires regis- 
tration as a professional and also new applica- 
tion for commissions which are handled thru 
the SRSTA committee. Please be very careful 
not to officiate at tests if your status has re- 
cently changed and you have not yet received 
your professional commissions.

“Mix and Match”

As all of you who read the fashion advertise- 
ment and the style magazines may observe, Mix 
and Match is not my own original title.

Since March when Skateland first appointed a 
professional to instruct New Orleans skaters in 
International Style Skate Dancing and Figure 
Skating some ninety tests have been taken by 
skaters from New Orleans and from Biloxi, Mis- 
sissippi.

There is a Forward and Back Toe Point on each of the 
6-beat OIF of the Straightaway. The Points are alike in 
FRONT and Back. Both are POINTS and not KICKS. 
The rise and fall used to produce them takes place in the 
SKATING knee. The distance of the points to the front 
and to the rear should be approximately equal. What ever 
distance is reached by the front point (never exaggerated) 
should be equalized by a like reach to the rear for the back 
point. The outside toe roller touches the floor lightly in 
front of and directly in line with skating (on OUTSIDE 
EDGE) foot for Front Toe Point. Inside toe roller touches 
the floor lightly behind and directly in line with skating 
(on INSIDE EDGE) for Rear Toe Point. The Cross 
Tango is derived from the Barn Dance (English) and was 
modified and titled by the Society of Roller Skating Teach- 
ers of America. 


The RIF-XF (4th stroke of Corner Sequence) is a 
definite Cross in Front. The Grinding the Bar or Faked 
Cross Roll technique where the RIF takes the surface 
alongside or in-line while the LOF crosses in back, is not 
acceptable for this dance. WARNING: While the RIF-XF 
is definitely crossed in front, there should be no indication 
of a Forward-Backward-Forward movement of the RIGHT 
FOOT in making the cross. It should be flowing and as 
close to the left foot as possible without a Backlash. Help- 
ful hints at this point are: 1—Since this is a walking step, 
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feel the toe of your left skate as your body rocks forward in 
preparation for this cross. 2— Try to bring the right skate over 
the toe of the left skate so that the take-off may not be too far 
forward at this point, being careful to keep an outward aim so. 
that the arc of the corner may not be distorted.

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EVERYONE CAN TAKE REVISED TESTS 


Great interest in the RSROA Revised Proficiency Tests by all skaters 
has revealed plans to permit all skaters to retake lower grade tests than 
that which they now hold. This re-take will not be compulsory. It will 
be strictly optional — at the skater’s own demand. 

The awards are being slightly changed, too. Successful candidates 
for the new tests will receive the new awards while those passing the old 
tests (before January 1) will receive the standard award as given in the 
past. 

All of the new awards will carry an inscription on the reverse side — 
“RSROA REVISED TEST.” 

Should the skater not wish to re-take the new tests, he may continue 
thru the new series beyond those tests which he now holds. No criticism 
will be made of this type of decision. 

Only the final preparation by the judges remains in most areas. It 
must be clearly stated that no judge is to officiate in these new tests until 
he is satisfied that he is ready to do so — and approved by his panel officers 
plus the panel advisor. 

The new speed skating tests are already available to all registered 
skaters. The speed skating judges need only to observe the new schedules 
and tests may be held at once. 

It is hoped that this plan for liberalized testing will meet prompt 
approval of all.

We sincerely hope that this type of ‘ 
stitutional publicity” will come to be the general rule in roller mating 
rinks everywhere. The entire sport will benefit vastly — the skaters most 
of all.
